The Snow Blockade In Oregon. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Jan. 
8.—Yesterday 


morning fonr 
Canadian voyageurg em-

"Did you ev«r leap from a very hie 


place, and do yon know what tin seimtlon 
Is during the passage?' 


Thiiwasa»ked by a middle-aged 


who, with hundreds of otb*n, wa» wander- 
log through the monument grauadJ a few 
days ago. 


I replied that I had no such axpariaxiae. 
"Then you have something to barn," be 


said. "Have I had it? Yea; but I am no 
satisfied. I intend to jump from the top o 
that monument It's more than 550 fee 
high, they say. I never leaped from a higher 
place than 110 or 120 feet 
It was from the 


mast of a vessel. I dont know exactly ho 
many feet It was. Did it hurt met Ifb 
not a great deal I struck feet fore-

in the water, and went under

ways, for they had time to reach me after 
I came up, a little dacsd, but amply pal 
by the delights of the sensation during the 
passage. I knew a man who jumped iron 
a higher place and was so much tnjum 
that he died; but he didn't understand it, 
and struck hard on the water. It requires 
skill and coolness to do the thing rightly 
Capt. Luce, now admiral, went down forty 
or fifty feet under the water when the Arc- 
tic sank.

have all the delight while I was tailing, just 
the same. 
That's what I want It would 


compensate me. We all strive for pleasures 
which have an ending after a longer or 
shorter time. I fancy that the intensity ii 
proportioned always to the distance.

The man's earnestness increased, and he 


assumed an air of mystery. Be resumed: 


•But I may not be killed. Indeed, I dont

Generally he makes provision to that

At its last ap- 
pearance It was discovered at Baling, Eng.. 
in August, 1881, by Mr. Common, with his 
famous thirty-seven inch reflector.
